The Penniless Patient 

Some of us may remember, and others with small 
children will not need to be reminded, that Simple Simon, 
when he desired a service of the pieman, to wit, the 
supply of a certain portion of his wares, and was con- 
fronted with the customary demand for payment, had 
to confess that he was without resources. Dr. Batteson, 
having been asked for his authority for saying that if a 
fee be not forthcoming the doctor is under no obligation 
to provide treatment, has replied that his statement was 
based on a common-sense reading of Clause 7 (2) of the 
Terms of Service—there would be no point in giving the 
doctor power to charge a fee and at the same time 
requiring him to give his services when a fee is refused. 
Fortunately there is on record a case decided on appeal 
which places the common-sense interpretation beyond 


the persons appointed to hear the appeal, which was 
settled as long ago as 1924. The case is of additional 
interest, because the doctor, like the one in the case which 
has given rise to the correspondence, had been wrongly 
informed that the patient had ceased to be entitled to 
medical benefit. 


The 1eport of the Medical Service Subcommittee contains 
no direct finding on the point whether, as the appellant 
Suggests, payment of a fee was definitely declined or, as the 
respondent suggests, liability for payment was accepted. We 
were informed that the subcommittee took the view that the 
doctor was under an obligation to attend in either event, and 
consequently that the point was immaterial. On reviewing 
the evidence given before us we are satisfied that Dr. A.’s 
account of the incident is substantially correct. We find that 
the patient, verhaps not unnaturally annoyed at being con- 
fronted with an official notice containing a statement which 
he knew to be contrary to the fact, threatened to report the 
doctor, and subsequently stated, not that he could not, but 


that he would not, pay a fee. We accept the doctor’s state- 
ment that he would not have refused to attend merely on 
the ground that no money was actually tendered. 

It remains to consider what in these circumstances were 
the doctor’s obligations. It was submitted on behalf of the 
Insurance Committee that the doctor was bound to attend 
for one of three reasons: (1) the application was in effect an 
application made for acceptance on Dr. A.’s list, and therefore 
that under Clause 2 of the Allocation Scheme the doctor was 
bound to give any treatment required ; (2) alternatively it 
was an application for emergency treatment and fell within 
Clause 5 of the scheme; (3) alternatively, if the case fell 
under Clause 7 (2) of the Terms of Service (Part I of the 
first schedule to the Consolidated Medical Benefit Regulations 
of 1913) the doctor was bound under the first words of that 
clause to attend and treat irrespective of any question of a 
fee being paid by way of deposit. 

As regards (1) and (2) we feel no doubt that the clauses 
of the Allocation Scheme referred to do not apply to 
this case. Applications for acceptance on a practitioner’s list 
must be made by the presentation of a medical card 
(Art. 14 (1) of the Consolidated Regulations of 1923). No 
card was presented in this case,-and in any event the card 
was known by the doctor to be inoperative. Clause 5 of 
the scheme relates to insured persons for whom a particular 
practitioner is responsible—that is, who are on a practitioner’s 
list. The patient was no longer on any list, and the clause 
is therefore inapplicable. 

In our opinion the case falls under Clause 7 (2) of the 
Terms of Service, and must be decided by reference to the 
provisions of that clause. Under that clause the doctor is 
required to treat a person who applies for treatment as an 
insured person notwithstanding that the medical card is not 
produced or that the doctor has been notified that it is no 
longer valid. The clause continues, ‘‘ but the practitioner 
may demand and accept from the applicant a reasonable fee,’’ 
which is to be treated as a deposit and returned if and when 
the applicant’s title to benefit is established. The clause 
applies to cases, of which the present is an extreme example, 
in which there is strong prima facie ground for thinking that 
the applicant is not entitled to medical benefit, and conse- 
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quently that the funds at the disposal of the committee for 
payment to practitioners are not calculated to cover the pro- 
vision of treatment. In our opinion the clause must be read 
as a whole, and the latter words which we have quoted 
above must be construed as limiting the obligation which in 
their absence would be an absolute obligation to treat the 
applicant. Hence, in a case where not only is a fee not 
tendered but liability to pay is expressly repudiated, it 
appears to us that the obligation to treat does not arise. It 
is to be observed that the clause entitles the practitioner not 
merely to ‘‘ accept’’ a fee but to ‘‘ demand "’ one, and the 
latter word appears to us to imply that the doctor may make 
his offer of treatment conditional, at any rate, on an accept- 
ance of liability. The contrary view would deprive the word 
‘“*“demand ”’ of most, if not all, of its effect. 

For these reasons we consider that in the circumstances of 
this case Dr. A. was not under any obligation under the 
Terms of Service to attend, and that the appeal should be 
allowed. 

It is as well that the legal position should thus be 
placed beyond dispute ; there has been a good deal of 
misunderstanding as to the practitioner’s obligation in 
cases of this kind, and doctors wish to be sure of their 
ground. Simon is not always so simple as he pretends 
to be. The position, in fact, is that when a_ penniless 
patient applies for treatment, having no evidence of title 
to benefit, the doctor is in exactly the same position as 
if no Insurance Act was in existence, and he will decide, 
just as he would have done prior to 1911, whether the 
need of the patient or the urgency of the case requires 
that he should give treatment free of charge or refuse it. 


Medical Service Reports 

We had occasion last week to refer to the question of 
the importance of making medical service reports as 
informative as possible ; among other things to satisfy 
readers of the report that justice is being done. There 
now comes to our notice a complaint that in a case which 
was the subject of a recommendation as to the continu- 
ance of the doctor on the panel too much information was 
given in the Medical Service Subcommittee’s report. The 
Regulations contain a provision that the subcommittee, 
if it thinks fit, may in its report draw the attention of 
the committee to any previous reports made by the 
Medical Service Subcommittee, and recommend that 
account should be taken thereof in the committee’s 
decision. The present contention appears to be that this 
specific power should be read as implying that the sub- 
committee ought not to refer to any other matter. It 
is clear, of course, that the practitioner should not find 
imported int» the case any matter of which he has not 
had due notice. It is really rather difficult to lay down 
a hard-and-fast rule. The position in the present case, 
as shown by the report of the Inquiry Committee, is 
that the matters which were not before the Medical 
Service Subcommittee in the first instance necessarily 
formed a part of the representation as to the continuance 
of the doctor on the panel. In this way he had full 
opportunity for replying to the whole of the allegations 
before the Inquiry Committee, and this was definitely to 
his advantage rather than that the Minister should take 
his record into account after the Inquiry Committee had 
presented its report. In this case the Insurance Com- 
mittee’s representations covered the particular matter 
before the Medical Service Subcommittee, which was one 
of failure to provide treatment, and made reference to 
similar failure in the past (details being given), although 
the previous incidents had not been formally investi- 
gated, The representations concluded with the following: 
“ That the conduct of the respondent both in failing to 
provide treatment for insured patients and in neglecting 
to reply to official communications has been such as to 
bring the insurance medical service into disrepute ; and 
that the Insurance Committee considers that the con- 
tinuance on the medical list of a practitioner who appears 
to be so lacking in a sense of responsibility in the general 
conduct of his practice would be prejudicial to the 
efficiency of the medical service of the insured.’’ 

The practitioner, in the course of his reply, strenuously 
denied carelessness with regard to the treatment of any 


patient ; he admitted being foolish in not replyi 
complaints received, stating that they were unjust to 
uncalled for. The practitioner did not attend ¢; 
before the Medical Service Subcommittee or the Ip ither 
Committee, nor was he represented. The Inquiry rml 
mittee found that the allegations were established . 
recommended that an order should be made thet a 
practitioner should make some payment towards the co 
plainant’s costs. It may be added that in sending he 
report of the Inquiry Committee to the Insurance Com, 
mittee the Minister 

intimated that he had not found it necessary to take the 
extreme course of removing the practitioner’s name from the 
medical list, but that he had under consideration the questiog 
of the withholding of money fromthe practitioner jn respect 
of the breach on his part of the Terms of Service, and added 
that a document embodying the Minister’s formal decisiog 
would be forwarded in due course. In the Communicatiog 
addressed to the practitioner the Minister indicated that he 
intended to order that the practitioner should be required t 
pay the sum of five pounds towards the costs of the committes 
in connexion with the inquiry. It was also stated that it 
was with some hesitation that the Minister had decided hot 
to remove the practitioner's name from the medical list, and 
that a similar degree of leniency must not be expected in ths 
event of any further representation for removal being made 
and substantiated.

CURRENT NOTES 


National Deposit Friendly Society Rates 


It will be remembered that at the Annual _ Repre- 
sentative Meeting in July last the question of an altera- 
tion in the rate of payment for medical services rendered 
to members of the National Deposit Friendly Society 
was under discussion. This alteration was made without 
consultation with the Association. In consequence a 
deputation from the British Medical Association recently 
met representatives of the National Deposit Friendly 
Society and informed them that the Association, while 
recognizing the society's right to grant what amounts it 
chooses to its members for the purpose of obtaining 
medical treatment and medicine, could not see its way 
to recommending to the Association’s members the 
acceptance of the rates at present offered by the society 
as other than a grant-in-aid towards the doctor's charges. 
It was pointed out that there was no contract between 
the society and the medical profession either through 
the Association or individually, and that the Association 
felt that the society had prejudiced the previous friendly 
relations by altering its rates without first consulting the 
organized body of the medical profession. The repre- 
sentatives of the society stated that they were in 
sympathy with the Association and that they would 
endeavour to get the rate previously offered restored at 
the society’s representative meeting, which will be held 
in May. They deprecated any general circular by the 
Association to medical practitioners that the society's 
rates should be regarded as a grant-in-aid only, and 
pointed out that if this were done their representative 
body would most certainly consider further reducing the 
rates allowed, as it was at the moment very concerned 
at the increasing cost to the society of medical treatment 
and medicine. After discussion, it was agreed that the 
Association should defer action pending the society's 
representative meeting and any decision which might 
be come to thereat. A further communication will be 
published in the Journal and issued to Divisions and 
Branches after the society's annual representative meeting. 


PUBLIC MEDICAL SERVICES 


Annual reports have been received from a number of 
public medical services, among them the first reports of 
the Brighton and the Edinburgh services. It is the 
common practice in public medical services for medicines 
to be dispensed by the doctors, and these two services 
are therefore of particular interest, in that both have 
made arrangements for medicines to be dispensed by the 
chemists. The arrangements are similar to those obtaining 
under the national health insurance scheme. 


BRIGHTON 


The Brighton Public Medical Service was inaugurated 
in April, 1935, and the report of the first year’s working 
shows a very satisfactory state of affairs, the number of 
subscribers joining the service during the year having 
been 6,489, of whom 473 lapsed for various reasons. The 
service has maintained a steady increase, and there is 
general agreement on all sides. The arrangement withthe 
chemists has proved mutually acceptable, and the average 
cost for drugs, etc., per subscriber has approximated to 
the national health insurance figure. The average amount 
per capita received by practitioners was 10s. 7d. exclusive 
of drugs. This is a clear indication of both the low per- 
centage cost and the efficiency of the organization and 
administration. The area of the service has now been 
extended to include Southwick, and the number of co- 
Operating practitioners is at present eighty-eight. 


EDINBURGH 


The service began operations on October Ist, 1934, and 
the annual report for the first year shows that it is filling 
a definite want in Edinburgh. During the year over 8,000 
persons became eligible for treatment under the service, of 
whom 632 lapsed for various reasons. After paying the 
cost of administration, of collection, etc., and of drugs, 
55 per cent. of the total collection has been available for 
distribution to doctors. While this indicates a relatively 
high expenses ratio, it should be borne in mind that the 
first year involves a large amount of initial expenditure, 
and there is no doubt that in future years the propor- 
tionate amount available for members will be appreciably 
higher. 


THE HUNGARIAN MEDICAL CHARTER 


The Hungarian Parliament has recently passed a statute 
for the regulation and control of the Hungarian medical 
profession. For this purpose it has created a Medical 
Chamber, which is to be a representative organization of 
doctors charged with the duty of controlling medical 
practice, exercising disciplinary authority over its 
members, reconciling the financial interests of the pro- 
fession with the public interest, and submitting proposals 
relating to the public health. It will be under the control 
of the Minister for Home Affairs, and will consist of a 
National Chamber, situated at Budapest, and a number 
of local Chambers. Any medically qualified Hungarian 
subject is entitled to apply for membership, which is 
granted on request unless there is some special reason for 
withholding it. 


Tue LocaLt ADMINISTRATIVE UNIT 


The local Chamber is the unit of the organization. It 
consists of at least 100 medical practitioners, who meet 
annually as a general assembly to the proceedings of which 
the public is normally admitted. If there are more than 
1,000 members of the Chamber, a general representative 
assembly, compcsed of one representative and one deputy 
elected for each twenty members, takes the place of the 
general assembly. The assembly elects the officers of the 
Chamber, the members of the executive committee, and its 
representatives on the national general assembly. All elections 
are made for a term of three vears. The assembly receives 
for approval or otherwise the report of the Chamber ; it 
assesses each year the subscriptions of individual members 
according to the profits of their practices, deals with questions 
of finance, expresses opinions, or makes proposals relating to 
public health, and creates and administers a benevolent fund. 

The executive body is the committee of the Chamber, and 
consists of the officers and of elected members in the pro- 
portion of one to each 100 members of the Chamber, with 
a minimum of eight. It meets at least four times a year, and 
in addition to preparing reports for the general assembly and 
executing its resolutions, it deals with questions relating to 
membership—including the maintenance of a register contain- 
ing personal details of members—and takes the initial steps 
in investigations made by the disciplinary tribunal of the 
committee. There is a right of appeal from the decisions 
of the committee to the general assembly and from the general 
assembly to the Minister for Home Affairs. The officers and 
half the members of the committee must reside in the district 
in which the office of the Chamber is situated. The Minister 
for Home Affairs may, when he considers it desirable, direct 
the appointment of local commissions, each composed of ten 
members representative of practitioners living outside the 
central area of the local Chamber. 


Tue Nationa, CHAMBER 


The principal features of the local Chambers are repeated 
in the National Chamber. The national general assembly 
consists of representatives of the local Chambers elected in 
the proportion of one to each 100 members, the members of 
the national committee, and the officers of the National 
Chamber. Its duties include the election of officers of the 
National Chamber, the framing of rules for the internal 
government of both the local and the National Chambers, 
the control of expenditure, the organization of disciplinary 
procedure, the preparation of regulations for the exercise of 


= 
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medical practice, the assessment of minimum fees for medical 
services, and the establishment of national social institutions 
for medical practitioners. There is a right of appeal to the 
Minister for Home Affairs from any decision of the assembly. 
The national committee is composed of the officers of the 
National Chamber, the chief officers of each local Chamber, 
and a number of ordinary members, of whom each local 
Chamber elects two. Besides preparing the business of the 
national general assembly and éxecuting its resolutions, it 
deals with questions of the nationality of applicants for 
admission, and assesses the contributions of each local 
Chamber towards the administrative expenses of the National 
Chamber. An appeal may be made to the Minister for Home 
Affairs against any decision of the committee. 


CONTROL BY THE GOVERNMENT 


The organization is directly controlled by the Minister for 
Home Affairs. He issues regulations for the administration 
of the statute, and to him must be submitted, by both the 
National and the local Chambers, detailed annual reports and 
accounts, minutes of meetings of the assembly, and all rules 
and decisicns relating to internal government, disciplinary 
inquiries, medical practice, minimum fees, benevolent funds, 
and social institutions for medical practitioners. If the 
national general assembly or the national committee or any 
local Chamber acts contrary to the interests of order or of the 
safety of the State, the Minister has power to suspend the 
offending body and to appoint a representative to conduct its 
work pending its reconstitution. 


REGULATION OF MEDICAL PRACTICE AND DISCIPLINARY CONTROL 


The Charter regulates medical practice. A doctor may 
conduct his practice only in the area which he has specified 
in his application for membership, and he may hold a surgery 
only in one place. He may adopt any method of treatment 
he thinks desirable in the interests of his patient, and he 
may charge any reasonable fee ; this fee, however, may not 
be lower than the scale adopted by the national general 
assembly. The observance of professional secrecy is provided 
for in the Charter, which includes the principle that when 
a medical examination is made on behalf of an official body 
the doctor should communicate the result of his examination 
to that body. The use of the title of specialist and the 
practice of specialties are governed by the regulations issued 
by the Minister for Home Affairs. It is a punishable offence 
for an unqualified person to practise, or to attempt to prac- 
tise, medicine, or to act in such a way as to lead members of 
the public to believe that he possesses the right to practise. 

The disciplinary control of the profession is exercised by 
the local and the National Chambers. The preliminary action 
in disciplinary inquiries is undertaken by a tribunal of the 
local Chamber composed of six members elected by the presi- 
dent from among the members of the local committee, and 
within this tribunal is a deliberative council of three, consisting 
of the president and two members selected by him. An 
appeal may be made from the decision of the tribunal to the 
medical council of the administrative tribunal. On the latter 
body are ten judges, who are appointed for one year, and 
ten medical men, who are appointed for three years by the 
Minister for Home Affairs after consuitation with the national 
committee. The full tribunal, however, does not consider 
every case. Each individual case is submitted to a council 
composed of the president and two legal and two medical 
members specially selected by him. The practitioner con- 
cerned in a disciplinary case may appoint either a practising 
lawyer or a savabar of the Chamber to undertake the defence 
on his behalf, and the tribunal may call witnesses and experts. 
A practitioner found guilty of an offence may be punished 
by censure, fine, suspension from practice for a_ prescribed 
period, or prohibition from all further practice. 

The Minister for Home Affairs has sought the assistance of 
the National Hungarian Federation of Medical Practitioners 
in the launching of the scheme, but the future relation of the 
Federation to the new organization is not known. 


The information summarized above has been received 
by the B.M.A. from a representative of the Hungarian 
Medical Society.

A clinical meeting of the Cyprus Branch was held af 
Nicosia General Hospital on April 14th, when Dr. R. Srupppy 
demonstrated cases of arthrogryposis multiplex congenita and 
skeletal lipoid granulomatosis. Dr. H. 5S. Rassim showed 
some interesting x-ray photographs, and Dr. C. C. H. Cupp 
gave a lantern demonstration of cases of cancer and the effect 
of radium treatment upon them. 


Fire BraNcu 


At a clinical meeting of the Fife Branch, held at Kirkcaldy 
on February 26th, with Dr. James Orr in the chair, Dy. 
A. Rae Gitcurist (Edinburgh) gave an address on “ Angina 
Pectoris.’” Dr. Gilchrist said that it was important to dis. 
tinguish betwen coronary thrombosis, which was a patho. 
logical entity, and the clinical syndrome of angina pectoris 
of effort, which arose in a great variety of circumstances, 
From the point of view of treatment it was particularly 
desirable to discover, if possible, the underlying cause for the 
syndrome. The pain occurred when the supply of oxy 
failed to meet the demands, and hence it was common to ed 
angina in those people who suffered from such conditions as 
coronary sclerosis, aortic ‘regurgitation—particularly the 
specific variety—hypertension, extreme tachycardia, anaemia, 
obesity, and occasionally hyperthyroidism. Diagnosis might 
be extremely difficult because physical signs might be lacking, 
and only the patient’s statement remained to guide the 
physician. On this account it was of great help and value to 
witness an attack, even a mild one, and this could generally 
be done by means of an exercise test. It was important to 
exclude various other types of precordial pain, the sub- 
mammary ache of exhaustion, the cardiac neurosis, and tite 
intercostal neuritis. There were various sensitizing factors 
which seemed to render certain people more liable to angina, 
the more important being sepsis—particularly  gall-bladder 
sepsis—and the toxaemia of influenza. Treatment resolved 
itself into removal or correction of the exciting or sensitizing 
factors, and in addition definite general measures to reduce 
excessive weight and the anaemia, and to secure adequate 
rest. The indiscriminate use of the nitrites was to be depre- 
cated. There were many grounds for optimism, and so far as 
possible the patient ought to be encouraged and reassured. 
In the severest cases surgical measures might be considered, 
such as ganglionectomy, paravertebral alcoholic block, and 
thyroidectomy, but these procedures were at the present time 
no more than experimental and under trial. 

A short discussion took place, after which Dr. Gilchrist was 
cordially thanked for his very comprehensive and _ practical 
survey of the subject, his interesting analysis of causation and 
treatment being particularly helpful to the general practitioner. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE BRANCH: ROCHDALE DIVISION 


At a meeting of the Rochdale Division, held at the Rochdale 
Infirmary on March 13th, with Dr. A. M. McMaster in the 
chair, Dr. C. E. Jenkins (Manchester) delivered a lecture on 
‘* Allergic Diseases Attributed to the Streptococci.” Dr. 
Jenkins first dealt with the question of anaphylactic shock, 
which, he pointed out, exhibited the same symptoms regard- 
less of the kind of antigen producing it. He then proc 

to consider two common diseases which he believed to be 
due to abnormal reaction to streptococci—namely, rheumatism 
and asthma (bronchitic type). Experimental attempts to 
produce rheumatism in animals by injections of streptococel 
in single doses had so far failed, but repeated small doses had 
caused ‘‘ arthritis ’’ in rabbits even when the organisms were 
not very toxic. The commonest symptoms in anaphylaxis 
and rheumatism showed a marked resemblance. In cases 0 
acute rheumatism 90 per cent. gave a history of sore throat 
fourteen to twenty-one days before the onset of an attack. 
rhis could be explained by the theory of sensitization. On

SoUTHERN BRANCH: SOUTHAMPTON DIVISION 


A meeting of the Southampton Division was held at the Royal 
South Hants and Southampton Hospital on March 18th, 
when Dr. W. S. C. Copeman delivered a lecture on ‘‘ Physical 
Methods in the Treatment of Chronic Arthritis.’’ The lecture 
was illustrated by three films of the methods employed at 
British spas, showing the value of hy lrological and electrical 
therapy. Numerous questions were asked, and the meeting 
closed with a hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Copeman for his 
interesting address. 


SupDAN BRANCH 


At a meeting of the Sudan Branch, hell at the Kitchener 
School of Medicine on February 10th, with Mr. F. S. Mayne 
in the chair, Dr. R. H. Bianp read a paper entitled ‘‘ Some 
Aspects of Leprosy as Seen in the Northern Sudan.’ Dr. 
Bland said that the people of the Northern Sudan had a well- 
developed immunity to leprosy, and the immunity was shown 
by the rarity of infection by contact. The commonest route 
of infection was by the nasal mucous membrane, and the 
disease only developed when the general resistance was 
lowered, There existed a sufficient number of undiagnosed 
and uncontrolled lepers, he continued, to keep the disease 
endemic. Many of these persons were not obviously in an 
infectious stage, but they might be shedding bacteria from 
the nasal mucosa. More effort should be made in dispen- 
saries and out-patient departments to exclude the possi- 
bility of leprosy in the patient who was apparently suffering 
from a secondary or tertiary syphilide. It should not be 
necessary to enforce segregation in order to get rid of the 
disease. A sufficient control of patients could be maintained 
by co-operation between medical and sanitary authorities.

COMPLIMENTARY DINNER TO DR. W. R. MARTINE 
OF HADDINGTON 


The first dinner of the resuscitated East Lothian Medical 
society, on March 22nd, was made the occasion of the pre- 
sentation of a clock to Dr. W. RK. Martine, who is retiring 
from practice, as a token of appreciation of the services he 
has rendered, particularly in connexion with various medical 
and insurance committees. Since 1600 there has always been 
a Martine in Haddington, anc Dr. W. R. Martine has been 
medical superintendent of the County Fever Hospital since 
1895. He has also been chairman of the East Lothian 
Medical and Panel Committee since the inception of the 
National Health Insurance Act, and was largely responsible 
for securing a reasonable grant for mileage for practi- 
tioners. He has been a member of the East Lothian Insur- 
ance Committee and of its main subcommittees since the 
medical profession has been’ represented on them. Dr. 
Martine, who was. educated in Edinburgh, where he 
graduated M.B., C.M. in 1894, joined the British Medical 
Association in 1896. His activities on behalf of the Associa- 
tion and of health insurance in Scotland have been as follows: 
chairman of the Lothians Division, 1914 to 1917, and secre- 
tary from 1918 until the present time ; representative at the 
annual meetings of 1914 and 1935 ; member of the Edinburgh 
Branch Council since 1912 and president of the Branch in 
1923-4; a member of the Insuranee Acts Committee from 
1920 to 1931 and of the Scottish Committee from 1931 to 
1934; a member of the Insurance Acts Subcommittee for 
Scotland since 1921, and a direct representative from 1933 
to 1935; a member of the Rural Practitioners’ Subcom- 
mittee from 1919 to 1920, and of the Scottish Subcommittee 
from 1919 to 1921. Replying to the toast of his health, pro- 
posed by Dr. Duncan R. Macdonald of Dunbar, Dr. Martine 
said that it was only when reviewing such work on com- 
mittees as he had performed that one realized the immense 
amount of time that was involved. He calculated that since 
he had been a member of one particular committee he had 
received summonses to more than 390 meetings, and that he 
had been able to attend no fewer than 340 of them. His 
non-attendances had in nearly every case been due to pro- 
fessional exigencies or illness.
